Taft, speaking on the subject of “ In 
ternational Peace," at a peace Sunday 
meeting in the Free Synagogue at Car 
negie H all, said: 
“ lf we are to be involved in war be 
cause of Mexican anarchy let tis lim ­ 
it fully understood that we go into it 
‘in the service of mankind,’ as the pres 
Ident phrases it, and not upon the i 
sue of a mere punctilia in naval cero 
aionial. 
“ I yield to no men in my earnest 
desire for peace and in my detestation 
of war; but an advocacy of peace thai 
ignores conditions and takes no note 
of what is practical is futile and inei 
fectlve. Threatened war between t .vc 
stable nations is much easier to den 
with than such a condition as thalj 
which confronts us in Mexico. 
“ A three* years’ war has laid wa it 
the country, destroyed its Industrie 
and exposed all foreigners resident ii 
the country to lawless violence, an 
all their investments there to destruc , 
tion. It has, in fact, become an int' r 
national nuisance. In such u case ; 
neighboring country may properly in 
tervene and help the forces of law anc, 
order to end such anarchy just Ie 
cause it wishes to live In a quiet neigh , 
borhood and not from a spirit of con 1 
quest and greed of territory.
